ment and was followed in a simi- 
lar strain by T. M, Tweedie, The 
pretnier reptied, 


Then the vote was called and 
the Conservative leaders in the 
galleries craned their necks for 


the much talked of “erisis.”’ 

But to the astonishment of 
even the Liberals, not a Conser- 
vative demanded a division, and 
the premior’s resolution was © 
ried amid a chorus of “ayes. 

Such a procedure as declining 
to call a division following a di- 
rect want of confidence motion 
was almost unheard of before, 

There is an explanation, Dur- 
ing the premiecr’s speech — first 
lieutenant Tweedie was called 
aside and confidentially informed 
that the opposition’s attempt to 
divide the Liberal supporters was 
hopeless,
